COMMENCEMENT OF RUTGERS COLLEGE.

New Brosswiok, N, J., June 20, 1867.

The usually quiet city of RNew Brunswick has
been convulsed by a series of excitements during
the last four days, culminating in the commence-
ment exerclecs of to-day., Not only were the
innumerable fair friends of the graduating class
partakers of the pleasurable excliement, but
from the swrounding country and distant
citles came parents, friends, and cortain shy,
blushing maidens, who were supposed o know
at least one of the happy graduates, On Batur-
day the hotels began to be flled with the influx
of new comers, and in addition to the festivals
and levees of commencement week, & grand
boat race took place between the Bachelors'
Barge Club of New Brunswick, and the Rulgers
College Boat Club, The former rowed a slx-
oared barge, 38 feet loug, with ouriggers, nar-
rower than the Rutgers' boat by six inches, and
named the Shatemue, The other boat, named
the Zephyr, was 28 feel long. The prizes were
a silk flag aud the chbampionship of the
Raritan. The roce was to a stake-boat, one
mile and a half distant, and back, Both
parties were cheered on by their friends,
